Indicate 
Large Increases in Deposits 
and Invested Funds 


Recent Figures 


Improvement in the condition of 
state bunks in almost every respect 
during 1934 is shown by statistics 
recently assembled, Robert M 
Hanes, President Wachovia Bank 
and Trust Company, Winston-Salem. 
North Carolina, points out in an ar- 
ticle in “Banking” published by the 
American Bankers Association, The 
figures on which this statetment is 
based were gathered by the Commit. 
tee on State Bank Research of the 
association from reports furnished 
by state bank supervisors through 
out the country. 

.“Ever since 1921 the number of 
-8tate banks has been declining,” Mr. 
Hanes says. ‘Between 1931 and 1934 
the decline was rapid. Figures for 
December 31, 1934, showed that the 
downward trend has not yet ended, 
but the decline last year was the 
smallest in twelve years.” 

There are now, he says, about ten 
thousand state banks, which term in-

REMOVAL OF INSECT 
LARVAE ILLEGAL 


Removal of insects and insect 
larvae from the trout streams 
of the state, except by fishermen 
for use in fishing the stream, has 
become illegal. 

A hill passed by the Legisla- 
ture and signed by Governor 
Frank D. Fitzgerald forbids the 
wholesale taking of caddis fly 
larvae, other larvae and insects 
from trout streams. 

The Director of Conservation, 
is authorized to issue 
permits at a fee of $3 for remov- 
al of any insects and_ insect 
larvae under rules and regula- 
tions he may see fit to prescribe. 

Fleas Carry Typhus Germs 

Rat fleas are iargely responsible 
for the spread of typhus fever in 
America. The fleus are not mere 
mechanicas carriers, acording to an 
authority, who states that the virus 
of the disease multiplies in the bad 
jes of these Insects.
